The doctor doesn't know what he 
means. In practice we find this term 
nervousness exceedingly handy when 
we are at a loss to account for the 
patient's condition, or when we are 
unable to reach a definite diagnosis. 
And as a irule fqlks like the Siti'gnia. 
They like it especially when it is em- 
bellished with a less vulgar name, 
such as neurasthenia, psycbasthenia 
or nerve strain. 
Calling 
a disturbance of 
health 
"nervous trouble" is - just as insane 
and foolish as calling a digestive diff- 
iculty "stomach arouble" or a back- 
ache "kidney trouble." 
One of the 
important functions of a physician is 
to determine as nearly as 
possible 
what is actuall-y wrong with his pa- 
tient; no stop with "nervousness" is 
scarcely to J>egin at all. 
, 
Nervousness occurs, 
of course. 
It 
is a remarkably frequent conplamt. 
It is always as common as the so- 
called 
"nerve 
tonic"—which 
some 
times castigates, 
often 
habituates, 
occasionally 
narcotizes, 
but never 
tones the nervous 
system. 
People 
who swallow stuff alleged to be tonic 
to the nerves or.Wie brain are as likely 
t.o benefit from the pastime as are 
those credulous folk' who rub in all 
sorts of junk in the fatuous hope of 
feeding the face or some other portion 
of the body. 
Remedies, bot'h medicinal and non- 
medieinal, 
exerting 
more 
or 
leS3 
definite effects upon nerves, spinal 
cord or brain centers unquestionably 
exist. There are stimulants and sed- 


i atives which act noticeably upon the 
'nervous 'system. Tf there is a nerve 
tonic, we have never been able to flis- 


Obess'ions and phobias a«-._als° 
verv common, and it is always difficult 
to satisfy the victim of these delusions 
that the particular organ or .organs 
upon which his introspection is fixed 
are not diseased. 
In the army can- 
tonments at. the present time many a 
young sufferer from 'such "nervous 
trouble" is having the idea regulated 
out of him. Discipline and a hygienic 
open air life are wonderful medicines 
for nervous people.
